ForLipscomb freshmen, the 2006 school 
year marked notonly the beginning of an academic 
career, but also the beginning of a period that 
contributes to the legacy of the school.

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Beginning a New Look : 
The Lipscomb Logo 


Through Lipscomb’s 116-year history, the school logo has represented the 
passion, mission, and goals that the institution aims at achieving over the course of 
its life, while projecting an image that will endure in the minds of those who view the 
symbol. For the 2006-2007 school year, the university logo found a new beginning 
with a fresh look and appeal coupled with a defined message to project the Christian 
values, leadership, and academic excellence that the school offers to students and 
the community. The new logo was unveiled by President Randy Lowry on August 28, 
2006, at the President’s Convocation to provide an updated appearance that would 
further the heritage and mission of the school. The new cross, flame, and shield logo 
is the third logo in the school’s history. It follows the torch logo that served from 1997 
until 2006 and the original school seal which first appeared in 1939. Just as the past 
logos, the new logo will continue to symbolize the Christian dedication and excellence 
of the school.

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Presidential Beginnings 


During the 2006 - 2007 school year, President 
Randy Lowry led the way with several new 
beginnings for Lipscomb University. These new 
beginnings will have engaging and far-reaching 
effects and will bring immeasurable benefits to 
students, faculty, and the administration, and will 
extend to the community, nation, and world as 
well. President Lowry’s new beginnings may be 
seen through the Lipscomb 2010 initiative. As a 
response to the continually changing educational 
landscape, the Lipscomb 2010 program includes an 
expenditure of $54 million over the next five years 
to enhance the university’s founding commitments 
of excellence in academics and spiritual formation. 
Lipscomb will further its founding commitments by 

- improving existing academic programs, creating 
President L. Randolph Lowry programs that respond to new needs, deepening 
the impact of spiritual experiences, adding new 
facilities, adapting existing spaces to emerging technologies and methods and 
expanding the permanent resources necessary for long-term service and success. 
Recently developed academic programs include the first College of Pharmacy in Middle 
Tennessee, the formation of the Institute for Conflict Management, an electrophysiology 
laboratory, and enhanced adult learning programs. Under President Lowry’s 
administration, the faculty has created five new graduate degrees in accounting, 
business, counseling, theology, and conflict management. The College of Pharmacy 
will eventually award Lipscomb’s first doctorate degree in its 117-year history. Facility 
enhancement includes a complete renovation of Collins Alumni Auditorium and the 
Burton Building, the construction of two new residence halls, a Music Hall, parking 
complex, athletic facility improvements, and the continued renovation of the Campus 
Center. Moreover, those on campus are constantly reminded of President Lowry’s 
dedication to the enhancement of the university’s founding commitments of excellence 
through his constant interaction with students, faculty, administration, and campus 
guests to ensure beneficial changes. The changes taking place now on campus and 
those expected in the future will help ensure that Lipscomb University prepares each 
student spiritually, intellectually, socially, and physically for life and eternity. 
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Mary Morris Award 


Lipscomb University presented Dr. Randy Steger, 
professor of business administration, the 2007 Mary 
Morris Award for Exemplary Service to Society. The late 
Dr. Mary Morris was an associate professor of education 
and founder of the Center for Character Development at 
Lipscomb. She died September 30, 2005, after a lengthy 
battle with cancer. 

Dr. Morris was an enthusiastic proponent of 
character-building programs and especially of selfless 
service to others. Dr. Randy Steger has displayed that 
same enthusiasm and selflessness in his endeavors. 

He has demonstrated outstanding service to the global 
community as founder and president of Nashville-based 
Healing Hands International. The non-profit organization 
works through congregations of the.churches of Christ to 
collect, ship, and distribute medications, medical supplies Ae 
and equipment, agricultural aid, school supplies and 

other items to the suffering nations of the world. Healing 
Hands International has delivered $65 million in aid to 
underprivileged nations. Dr. Steger has more than 25 
years experience in the business world and joined the 
Lipscomb University faculty in 1983. He is the lead 
professor for Lipscomb’s non-profit concentration in the 
master of business administration program. 

Dr. Steger was honored as the second recipient of 
the Mary Morris Award which is to be given to a member 
of the Lipscomb “family” who demonstrates a high level of 
service to the community and the church and who exhibits 
a spirit of volunteerism, engages in meaningful civic 
activities that help spread God's light, has demonstrated a 
commitment to Christian missions wherever they may be, 
is an advocate for Lipscomb University and exhibits vision 
in creating new avenues to expand Christian principles in 
unconventional ways.

“Our performers have always been very pleased with the acoustics and the inti- 
macy of Ward Hall,” said Jerome Reed, Lipscomb professor of music and director 
of Lipscomb’s Artist Series, which brings prominent international musicians to Nash- 
ville audiences each year. “But the aesthetics of the venue had worn down over the 
years. So we wanted to take our acoustically pleasing venue and make it visually 
pleasing as well.” 
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Ward's improvements are apart of a larger campus- 
wide revitalization project in an attempt to reach the 
community in larger, more significant ways. The 
$200,000 renovation has transformed Ward, originally 
constructed as a lecture hall in 1966, into a perfor- 
mance hall. Construction crews worked throughout 
the summer, to bring theater seating and installing new 
lighting, flooring, and parking in order reconfigure the 
auditorium in time for the grand opening performance. 
Ward Auditorium now seats 250 people and has been 
home for the Artist Series’ 2007-08 season. 


“We are very happy that Lipscomb President Randy 
Lowry recognized the value of upgrading Ward Au- 
ditorium for the future,” said Marcia Hughes, chair of 
the Lipscomb music department. “These aesthetic 
improvements will build on the existing acoustic ex- 
cellence in Ward, enhancing our ability to bring even 
more exciting performers to the Nashville community.”
